ANNUAL  REPORT,  1935.

The  General  Committee  beg  to  present  their  46th  Annual 
Report,  and  in  so  doing  feel  justified  in  congratulating  the 
Subscribers  on  the  satisfactory  financial  position,  disclosed  in 
the  annexed  Statement  of  Accounts  in  which  the  Hospital 
finds  itself  ;  a  position  in  no  small  measure  due  to  the  income 
derived  from  the  Endowment  Fund,  which  in  the  year  under 
review,  amounted  to  £515,  to  assist  in  meeting  a  total  expend¬ 
iture  of  £1898. 


Statistics  as  to  Patients. 

During  the  past  year  287  In-Patients  as  against  319  in 
1933,  and  105  Casualties  as  against  93  in  1933,  were  treated 
in  the  Hospital,  and  238  X-Ray  cases  were  dealt  with  as 
against  302  in  the  previous  year.  The  Private  Ward  was 
occupied  for  72  days. 

The  East  Grinstead  Working  Men’s  Organisation  continues 
to  give  excellent  and  very  welcome  support,  and  the  interest 
which  its  members  show  in  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital,  is  a 
source  of  no  small  satisfaction  to  the  Committee. 

All  the  Working  Men’s  Hospital  organisations  in  the 
district  have  fallen  into  line  with  the  East  Grinstead  organ¬ 
isation,  and  are  now  paying  21/-  per  week  towards  the  upkeep 
of  their  members  in  Hospital. 

The  Committee  desire  to  express  their  very  high  appreci¬ 
ation  of  the  services,  so  freely  given,  by  the  Hon.  Medical 
Staff,  the  Hon.  Consulting  Physician,  and  the  Hon.  Consulting- 
Surgeon  ;  and  at  the  same  time  to  place  on  record  the  regret 
with  which  they  received  the  resignation  of  Dr.  James 
Graham. 
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To  the  Matron  and  her  Staff  the  Committee  tender  their 
grateful  thanks,  fully  realising  the  all-important  part  they 
play  in  the  welfare  of  the  Hospital,  not  only  in  their  profess¬ 
ional  duties,  but  also  in  the  help  they  give  the  Committee  in 
the  economical  administration  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Lingfield  Epileptic  Colony  have  given  the  Hospital 
a  Wireless  Set,  for  which  the  Committee  are  most  grateful. 

By  their  contributions  or  personal  services,  well-wishers

who  have  supplied  garments,  etc.  ;  Miss  Poynder,  who  kindly 
organised  a  Pound  Day  and  the  holders  of  Collecting  Boxes 
as  well  as  all  those  who  have  contributed  flowers,  fruit, 
vegetables  and  other  gifts. 

To  Mr.  Allin  also,  their  thanks  are  due  for  so  kindly 
auditing  the  Accounts.
